It is true that the judgments of the 


Court are not binding, but internation- 
al honor is a thing which is jealously 
guarded by most of the large nations of 
the world. The reason for .this is that 
a country which considers itself un- 
justly used 'by, another can retaliate by 
commercial methods of warfare, which 
are very effective at times. Therefore, 
it would seem after closer observation' 
that a judgment -which was eminently 
fair would be obeyed by the losing 
litigant. 


The need of a Court is so apparent 


that it is not necessary to say a great 
deal in its favor. It js a well recognized 
fact that the provisions of the Hague 
Convention of 1907 cannot be applied 
to the problems which are constantly 
recurring . in 
international affairs. 


There must be some other method of 
securing judgments which shall be 
fair and unbiased, and a World Court 
seems to be the rig>^ kind of tribunal 
to achieve this end. 


The subject of American participa- 


tion in the Court is some what in- 
fluenced "by the fact that an eminent 
American jurist, John Bassett Moore, 
is now a member of that Court. 


No decision can be made, however, 


until the country as a whole has had 
the chance to render its opinion. It is a 
matter which merits the careful con- 
sideration of every, citizen.-••

Cleveland, June 14—A new indus- 


trial revolution is going on in America 
without Americans generally realiz- 
ing it, according to several, leading 
foundrymen of the country who were 
here recently to attend the conven- 
tion of the American Foundrymen's 
Association, the technical organization 
of the foundry industry. 


The return to prosperity coupled with 


tlie restriction of immigration and the 
prnscnt shortage of labor is bringing 
about an overturn in the iron working 
trade, a change destined to.dislodge 
hand labor In the next ten years and 
largely to eliminate the ~old fashioned 
small foundry in fayor of the foundry 
of -mass production, the foundiymen 
claim. 


Leaders in the foundry industry tor- 


see common labor growing more and 
more scarce; they forsee labor saving 
machinery developing to degrees nev- 
er imagined before; the automobile in- 
dustry" calling for greater mass pro- 
duction and the engineer and trained 
technician taking the place of the old 
rule of thumb bosses who have man- 
aged the foundries for years. 


Albert E. Howell of Somerville, N. 


J., a newly elected director of the as- 
sociation predicted that in the new era 
of the machine .in foundry practice, the 
old fashioned all around mechanic was 
disappearing. 


"Molders and laborers are both very 


scarce in the east" Mr. Howell said. 
"Fewer young men are 
going into 


molding, partly, I suppose, because 
they fear their places are likely to be 
taken by machinery. F.Oundry workers 
aro becoming specialists, trained to 
handle special pieces of machinery. 
The all-around man In the factory is 
going the same way as-the all around 
man in many another metal working 
industry."
